Dear Members of the Board of Selectmen: 


We have audited the financial statements of the governmental activities, each major fund, and 
aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Landaff for the year ended December 
31, 2017. Professional standards require that we provide you with information about our 
responsibilities under generally accepted auditing standards, as well as certain information 
related to the planned scope and timing of our audit. We have communicated such 
information in our letter to you dated November 20, 2017. Professional standards also require 
that we communicate to you the following information related to our audit. 


Significant Audit Findings 
Qualitative Aspects of Accounting Practices 


Management is responsible for the selection and use of appropriate accounting policies. The 
significant accounting policies used by the Town of Landaff are described in Note 1 to the 
financial statements. No new accounting policies were adopted and the application of existing 
policies was not changed during the year. We noted no transactions entered into by the Town 
of Landaff during the year for which there is a lack of authoritative guidance or consensus. 
All significant transactions have been recognized in the financial statements in the proper 
period. 


Accounting estimates are an integral part of the financial statements prepared by management 
and are based on management’s knowledge and experience about past and current events and 
assumptions about future events. Certain accounting estimates are particularly sensitive 
because of their significance to the financial statements and because of the possibility that 
future events affecting them may differ significantly from those expected. The most sensitive 
estimates affecting the Town of Landaff’s financial statements were: 


Management’s estimate of the allowance for uncollectible taxes is based on historical 
data and information known concerning assessment appeals. We evaluated the key 
factors and assumptions used to develop the allowance for uncollectible taxes in 
determining that it is reasonable in relation to the financial statements taken as a whole. 
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Management’s estimate of the capital asset useful lives is based on_ historical 
information and guidance from GASB Statement No. 34, as well as industry guidance. 
We evaluated the key factors and assumptions used to develop the capital asset useful 
lives in determining that it is reasonable in relation to the financial statements taken as 
a whole. 


The financial statement disclosures are neutral, consistent, and clear. 


Difficulties encountered in Performing the Audit 


We encountered no significant difficulties in dealing with management in performing and 
completing our audit. 


Corrected and Uncorrected Misstatements 


Professional standards require us to accumulate all known and likely misstatements identified 
during the audit, other than those that are clearly trivial, and communicate them to the 
appropriate level of management. Management has corrected all such misstatements. 


Adjustments proposed and approved by management were primarily of a routine nature which 
management expects the independent auditors to make as part of their year-end procedures. 
The adjustments for the general fund can be seen on the attached printout of the year-end 
journal entries. 


The government-wide financial statements were not prepared by management. We prepared 
these financial statements which management reviews and approves. 


Disagreements with Management 


For purposes of this letter, a disagreement with management is a financial accounting, 
reporting, or auditing matter, whether or not resolved to our satisfaction, that could be 
significant to the financial statements or the auditor’s report. We are pleased to report that no 
such disagreements arose during the course of our audit. 


Management Representations 


We have requested certain representations from management that are included in the 
management representation letter dated August 20, 2018. 


Management Consultations with Other Independent Accountants 


In some cases, management may decide to consult with other accountants about auditing and 
accounting matters, similar to obtaining a “second opinion” on certain situations. If a 
consultation involves application of an accounting principle to the Town of Landaff’s 
financial statements or a determination of the type of auditor’s opinion that may be expressed 
on those statements, our professional standards require the consulting accountant to check 
with us to determine that the consultant has all the relevant facts. To our knowledge, there 
were no such consultations with other accountants. 


Other Audit Findings or Issues 


We generally discuss a variety of matters, including the application of accounting principles 
and auditing standards, with management each year prior to retention as Town of Landaff’s 
auditors. However, these discussions occurred in the normal course of our professional 
relationship and our responses were not a condition to our retention. 


Accounting Policies (Repeat Comment) 


We noted that the Town of Landaff has not adopted an investment policy. Such a policy is 
required under New Hampshire RSA 41:9 and would strengthen the internal control 
environment by providing specific guidance on how funds may be deposited and placing 
limitations on the type of deposits considered too risky for investment of Town funds. 


In March 2009 the Governmental Accounting Standards Board issued Statement No. 54, Fund 
Balance Reporting and Governmental Fund Type Definitions. The Statement became 
effective December 31, 2011, and requires that the Town adopt a fund balance policy. As of 
December 31, 2017, the Town had not yet done so. We recommend that the Board of 
Selectmen develop and formally approve such a policy. 


We noted that the Town has not yet formally adopted any policies for capital assets, 
accounting policies and procedures, or disaster recovery, which are essential tools necessary 
to manage the Town’s operations efficiently and effectively. We strongly recommend that the 
Board of Selectmen develop and formally adopt the above noted policies in order to clearly 
communicate the Town’s position of these issues. Adopting the various policies is critical in 
preventing interruptions due to personnel vacancies, facilitating supervision and evaluation, 
and will also help to minimize the risk of losses. 


In addition, it was noted during review of the policies that do exist, many had not been 
updated or reviewed in over 5 years. We recommend that the Board review such policies on a 
periodic basis. 


Authorized/Unissued Debt (Repeat Comment) 


We noted that the Town has bonds and notes authorized and unissued dating back to the 2005 
and 2006 annual meetings. According to RSA 33:8-f, “A town may vote at an annual meeting 
to rescind an authorized but unissued bond or note following the same procedures as would be 
required to adopt such a bond or note...” We recommend that the Town take the necessary 
steps to rescind the authorized and unissued debt if there are no intentions to issue additional 
debt for land purchases. 


Other Matters 
Implementation of New GASB Pronouncements 


The Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) has issued several pronouncements 
that have effective dates that may impact future financial presentations. Management has not 
currently determined what, if any, impact implementation of the following statements may 
have on the financial statements: 


GASB Statement No. 75, Accounting, and Financial Reporting for Postemployment 
Benefits Other than Pensions, issued in June 2015, will be effective for the Town 
beginning with its fiscal year ending December 31, 2018. This Statement improves the 
usefulness of information about postemployment benefits other than pensions (other 
postemployment benefits of OPEB). This statement replaces the requirements of 
Statements No. 45 and No. 57. 


GASB Statement No. 83, Certain Asset Retirement Obligations, issued in November 
2016, will be effective for the Town with its fiscal year ended December 31, 2019. 
This Statement establishes criteria for determining the timing and pattern of 
recognition of a liability and a corresponding deferred outflow of resources for asset 
retirement obligations. 
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GASB Statement No. 84, Fiduciary Activities, issued in January 2017, will be 
effective for the Town with its fiscal year ended December 31, 2019. This Statement 
establishes criteria for identifying fiduciary activities of all state and local 
governments. 


GASB Statement No. 85, Omnibus 2017, issued in March 2017, will be effective for 
the Town with its fiscal year ended December 31, 2018. This Statement addresses 
practice issues that have been identified during implementation and application of 
certain GASB Statements. These include a variety of topics such as issues related to 
blending component units, goodwill, fair value measurement and application, and 
postemployment benefits (pensions and other postemployment benefits. [OPEB]). 


GASB Statement No. 86, Certain Debt Extinguishment Issues, issued in May 2017, 
will be effective for the Town with its fiscal year ended December 31, 2018. This 
Statement’s goal is to improve consistency in reporting of certain in-substance 
defeasance of debt. 


GASB Statement No. 87, Leases, issued in June 2017, will be effective for the Town 
for fiscal year ended December 31, 2020. This Statement aims to improve the financial 
reporting of leases by governments. 


We were engaged to report on the individual fund schedules which accompany the financial 
statements but are not RSI. With respect to this supplementary information, we made certain 
inquiries of management and evaluated the form, content, and methods of preparing the 
information to determine that the information complies with accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America, the method of preparing it has not changed from the 
prior period, and the information is appropriate and complete in relation to our audit of the 
financial statements. We compared and reconciled the supplementary information to the 
underlying accounting records used to prepare the financial statements or to the financial 
statements themselves.

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LANDAFF HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
2018 Activity Report 


2018 was a busy and productive year for the Landaff Highway Department. We 
completed repairs to the roads affected by the storms of July 1-2, 2017 and October 29- 
November 1, 2017. Damages included washouts on Merrill Mountain Road, Albee Road, 
Gale Chandler Road, and Brill Road; as well as multiple trees and limbs down around the 
Town. We identified approximately 14 cross culverts throughout the Town in need of 
repair and were able to replace 6. Our goal is to continue these efforts in the coming year. 


Other tasks throughout the year included: picking up of winter sand from the Town roads, 
mowing the roadsides, some ditching, and grading. We also added gravel to Cemetery 
Road, Gale Chandler, Merrill Mountain, Albee Road and Foster Hill. We have been 
working towards removing some of the bigger bumps in Town too which, admittedly, has 
left Pearl Lake Road in a less than perfect way to date. We will work to rectify this once 
good weather returns. We are also tasked with minor repairs and maintenance at the 
Town Hall where we have replaced three outside lighting fixtures, and two interior lights. 


Repairs and maintenance kept us busy also as some of our equipment is getting older. 
We had the transmission rebuilt in the 1-ton truck, replaced the front drive-shaft, u-joints, 
and front wheel bearings as well as front and rear brakes. The backhoe received some 
new hydraulic lines, two repaired hydraulic pistons, and replaced the front axle. Most of 
this work was done in house with the exception of the transmission and hydraulic pistons. 


The Department also took delivery of the Town’s new grader; a 2008 Caterpillar 140M 
which has been a great addition, replacing our 1981 John Deere. It performed well with 
grading operations and has even seen some time this winter winging back snowbanks 
around Town. This machine is incredible and should last the Town a good many years. 
Our thanks to the Townspeople for allowing this purchase. 


Finally, I would like to thank the Town of Landaff for all of its support. I have received 
many kind words and thanks over the last year and it is truly appreciated. Tom and I 
strive to do well for the Town, and enjoy what we do. Thank you.

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LANDAFF VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 
2018 Activity Report 


During the past year, we had 22 calls for service through mutual aid with 10 occurring in 
Landaff, - with one grass fire in Town, various carbon monoxide alarms, road clearing 
efforts and a range of other calls. We had an average call-out response of 4+ personnel 
for each call, a commendable response for a small department comprised entirely of 
unpaid volunteers. We currently have 16 active members on our roster with some new 
members and some returning members. We are also fortunate to have various individuals 
who have expressed interest in joining. 


Members participated in over 500 hours of training opportunities throughout the year. In 
addition to in-station training the first and third Monday of each month, LVFD members 
also took advantage of training opportunities offered by Twin State, attending weekend 
courses including SCBA, Rural Water Operations, Basic Introduction to Fire Fighting 
and others. Many new members scheduled time with senior members outside of normal 
training to gain skills driving and operating the vehicles. Our membership attended Twin 
State Mutual Aid meetings and are actively involved in committees that support Twin 
State Mutual Aid. Our membership was also active in attending the Fire Department 
Study committee meetings and providing all requested information in a timely manner. 


Improvement of training and response time has been a key focus of this year’s Fire 
Department. We have been greatly benefited by the addition of 6 new/returning members 
whose motivation has been refreshing to the Department as a whole. With the addition of 
these new members you will notice that we have restructured our core leadership team. 
As all Landaff residents know, Landaff has many “unique” challenges when responding 
to Fire Department calls. Training new members how to respond and overcome these 
challenges has been the prime focus of the Department. With Pat Webb’s connection 
and persistence, we were successful in getting the exterior of the Department building 
scraped and painted for zero cost to the Town. We have also done a fair bit of 
housecleaning and organization of supplies and materials. 


We are always eager to greet new volunteers who are willing to serve their community. 
Feel free to stop by the Fire Station on any drill night. (We meet the first and third 
Mondays of each month) or ask any member how you can participate. We welcome all 
ages and abilities and have some volunteers who are no longer able or wish to enter 
burning buildings, but can operate the pumps, handle traffic control, and support 
everyone else’s efforts in important roles. 


As many Landaff residents know, there has been much discussion about transferring Fire 
Protection services to Lisbon and shutting down Landaff Fire Department. As a 
Department, we ask for your support to retain and maintain the Landaff Fire 
Department. As a Department, we want to look forward to see how we can grow to 
better serve and represent the Town of Landaff. As a Department, we do not wish to 
forget the past but we wish to learn from it. Through the Fire Services Committee we 
recognize that mistakes were made on both sides of the Select Board and Fire Department 
confrontations. With your support we look to move forward to make Landaff a safe and 
wonderful place to live with a talented and motivated Fire Department!

To the Residents of Landaff: 
I would like to thank everyone for your continued support. 


This year the Lisbon Police Department experienced a shortage of a full time officer. 
Office Andrew Hennessey went to the Carroll Police Department leaving this agency 
short staffed for several months. Office Teighlar Carney was brought on board in 
November to fill that position. She comes from New York with a full time Police 
certification and is currently working on her NH certification, however she has already 
assumed full time duties. 


In July of 2017 the Lisbon Police Department assumed patrol of Landaff. This is a 5 
hour per week venture. We have included the patrols randomly into our normal patrols. 
While engaged in patrol in the Town of Landaff we deal with calls for service as well, 
however retain the right to turn over any timely investigations to the NH State Police in 
order for us not to be taken away from our duties in Lisbon as the Town of Landaff has 
only budgeted for these 5 hours per week. For clarification, these revenues go into the 
General Fund and not the Lisbon Police Department Budget. 


I have broken down the calls for service for you with a total of 86 calls that were either 
self initiated or through Grafton Dispatch. With 260 patrol hours this averages .33 calls 
for service per hour.

LANDAFF SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


It has been a very challenging year for the Blue School and the Landaff School District. 
Molly Culver, our Head Teacher and Principal continues to amaze the school board with 
her devotion and dedication to not only providing superior education to our students at 
Blue School but ensuring the quality of education to all students of Landaff, Pre-K 
through grade 12. Molly was instrumental in the Blue School receiving grant funding for 
additional science exploration. She also coordinated all building repairs, including 
replacement of the boy’s toilet and replacement of the heating fuel tank when it ruptured. 


As stated above, the fuel oil tank ruptured in the early fall. It appeared that the room that 
housed the tank had been built around it. It was cut up in order to be fully removed. 
Molly, with the board’s approval, coordinated all cleanup efforts and had a new tank 
installed external to the building. The Board originally intended to build a small shed for 
the tank with additional storage for the school but has decided to wait and heat with 
kerosene this year due to budget overtures. 


The School budget for 2018-2019 is currently under funded with a deficit predicted of 
$25,000 at the close of the school year June 30", 2019. The board intends to utilize funds 
from the Special Education Trust in order to cover this deficit and help reduce next year’s 
tax burden. The number of students enrolled in Lisbon is significantly less than what was 
projected last year resulting in $150,000 lower tuition costs for 2019. This is reflected in 
2020’s budget. However, our Special Education, Speech and Occupational Therapy costs 
have risen dramatically again this year. These three items on the budget alone total over 
$400,000. 


The board has also come to realize that the Special Education Trust fund is severely 
underfunded. We have asked for the taxpayers to raise $10,000 for this fund this year. 
The board fully recognizes the impact of these numbers to our residents but believe that if 
we do not take action to build this fund we will place the town in a precarious position in 
the future should the events of this year repeat themselves. 


The board would like to thank the Grange, Friends of Landaff, Landaff Volunteer Fire 
Department, Lisbon Lions Club, Partners Assisting Lisbon Schools and Matt Culver for 
all their continued help and service in raising and mentoring our children. These groups 
and individuals are paramount to the superior education our children receive. 


Landaff provides a unique educational experience for our children that promotes growth 
and leadership. Older children guide and mentor younger children allowing valuable life 
skills to be learned by both at a far younger age than your typical grade school. This is 
what makes our school unique and superior. This is what makes our children grow to be 
special contributing members of society. We could not do this without the residents of 
Landaff because it takes a community to raise a child and we thank you.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The 2017-2018 school year marked the retirement of several outstanding, dedicated 
teachers and support staff in our schools. In the SAU office, Marge Brown retired after 
twenty-eight years of outstanding service to the schools in SAU 35. Marge worked as the 
Administrative Assistant to the Superintendent and was instrumental to a smooth 
transition as I moved into the SAU office for the first time. Carmen Houghton also 
retired from her position as Payroll Clerk after serving eighteen years in the SAU office. 
At the Lisbon Regional School Mike McIntyre retired as the Middle School Social 
Studies Teacher and Kelly Grady (Paige) retired after many years as an Elementary 
School Teacher. Kathleen Anderson retired as the Title One Reading Recovery Teacher 
and Peggy Fujawa retired as a Para-professional at the Lafayette Regional School. Peggy 
also spent many years working as a Para-professional at the Profile School. Robert 
Gorgone, Pamela Shillieto and Danial Lavoie retired after many years of service as Para- 
Professionals at the Profile School. At the Bethlehem Elementary School Carol Johnson- 
Haywood retired after many years of service as a Special Education Teacher and Special 
Education Coordinator. 


Our annual goals for the 2018-19 school year are 1) Develop supports to create safe 
learning environments by connecting school, families and resources. 2) Continue 
competency based performance assessments throughout the SAU. 3) Restructure the 
SAU Business Office to accurately complete tasks in a timely, transparent fashion. To 
implement a system of accounting practices in the SAU office as well as in the schools in 
order to maintain internal controls and compliance with accounting standards and NH 
RSA’s while providing support to the school districts. 


We have made progress on all three goals this year. Goal one has been developed as a 
response to a sharp increase in students who experience trauma at home. Facing 
challenging situations at home makes attending school and learning a very difficult task. 
We are working very hard to develop trauma sensitive schools to provide supportive, 
nurturing environments for these students. As stated in last year’s annual report we have 
developed a partnership with Ammonoosuc Community Health Services (ACHS) to 
provide counseling for these students. The demand for counseling has increased and 
ACHS has responded by adding more staff to meet our student’s needs. 


This is an area of increasing need throughout the state. Schools are adapting and training 
personnel to support these students. 


A continued area of concern is the annual decrease of the education adequacy grant, in 
particular the stabilization grant which is part of the adequacy grant. Annually our towns 
are losing 4% of this grant which means that Lisbon loses $33,962, Bethlehem loses 
$17,250 and Landaff loses $2,355. The loss of this revenue results in the taxpayer 
needing to make up the loss each year. I encourage each of you to speak to your 
legislators about this issue. 


Our schools and students are extremely fortunate to have excellent teachers and support 
staff providing them with a high quality education. Our high school students at Lisbon 
and Profile are able to attend Career and Technical Education programs at either Littleton 
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High School or White Mountains Regional High School. Our high school students are 
also attending internships at nearly fifty different businesses in the area which provide 
them valuable experiences as they make decisions regarding their career choices. 


Our schools continue to adapt to the needs of our students. An emphasis has been placed 
on robotics and science in all our schools. Elementary students are now building and 
programing robots and high school students are competing at regional competitions. We 
are fortunate to have the White Mountain Science Institute and its founder, William 
Church, as a resource to our teachers as well.

The Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (IDEA) provides for the free and 
appropriate public education of all students with educational disabilities from ages 3 to 
21 and the identification of all children with educational disabilities from birth through 
21. Children in private schools, public schools or currently not enrolled in school are 
equally eligible for these services. 


It is our intent to identify, evaluate and successfully educate all eligible children with 
disabilities in our districts.
